Curtis Carson of Benton 
Dies in Camden Hospital 


of Skull Injury 


CAMDEN, Ark.—Curtis Carson, 2«, 


of Benton died in a hospital here Mon- 
day night from a fractured skull suf- 
fered three weeks ago when struck 
on Ihe head with a baseball bat. Jack 
Foster, 29, of Benton, has been in jail 
here since Carson was attacked. He 
will be charged with murder, officers 
said. 


Carson and Foster were members of 


the Benton baseball team which play- 
ed Camden here the day Carson was 
injured. 
After Ihe game. Ihe Benton 


players were in the shower 
room 


when Foster was reported lo have be- 
come angry when Carson 
splashed 


cold water on him. Ijcaving the show- 
er room, be relumed a short lime 
later with a but and allegedly struck 
Carson on the head. 


Carson remained unconscious until 


last Friday, and was believed recov- 
ering until Monday morning, when he 
suffered 
a sinking spell. He died 


about 11 p. m. He is survived by his 
parents, a brother and a sister, all of 
Benton. The bcxly will be sent lo Ben- 
Ion for burial.

a desolate sight. 
You cannot 
rub 


shoulders every day with misery, de- 
spair, and hate, without obsorbing some 
of it into your own system. 


The men at Alcatrax. who are re- 


sponsible for the safe custody of the 
country's one-time big-shot racketeers, 
gangsters, and hoodlums, are a unique 
ixxly'of men. 1 believe they arc the 
mos.1 efficient custodial service in the 
world. They come from all walks of 
life, and the present rosier of guards 
iit Alcalraz includes such diverse peo- 
ple as these; 


Railroad engineers, cowboys, elec- 


tricians 
rm 
machinists, 
carpenters, 


plasterers, radio operators, 
pharma- 


cists, jewelers, cooks, farmers, sheet 
metal workers, former prizefighters, 
a former Royal Northwest Mounted 
policeman, and one former high school 
principal. 


There arc also a missionary of the 


Monvuui church, a Methodist minister, 
and one former carnival barker and 
magician. 
What the last-mentioned 


gentleman can, do with a pack of cards 
or three walnut, shells and a pea on 
payday will never be forgotten by 
some of the Alcalra/ guards. 


Their Nicknames 


Convicts who lose their liberty do 


not always lose their sense of humor, 


d their insight into other people's 


weaknesses i.s no less keen because 
they have lost sight of their own. The 
convicts have nicknames for most of 
the guards, or "screws," as they are 
known in Ihe underworld. 


No one at Alcatraz would be at a 


loss for a moment to know who was 
meant 
by "Gracie," "King 
Kong," 


"Frankenstein," "Tug-Bout," 'Tuffy," 
"Double Tuffy." "Fog Horn," "Bucket- 
Mouth" or 'Needle-Nose." 


Tbe "cons" also describe the prison 


launch McDowell as "tlie fastest boat 
in the world; it lakes you so far in 10 
minutes that it may lake you 20 years 
to get back."

Delicate Operation Performed 


in Effort to Save Baby's Life 


Ten Medical Experts, Serving as "Jury," Decide to 


Depend on Surgery in Grim Determination 


to Save Child 


CHICAGO.—(/I1)- Baby Helainc Co- 


Ian underwent a delicate operation 
Monday in a desperate effort to save 
her life. In 10 tense minutes her tu- 
mor-swollen left eye was removed. 


"She is doing well." 
That announcement anil her quick 


recovery spurred the hopes of 10 med- 
ical experts who had decided the five- 
week-old infant should be submitted 
to surgery at once rather than chance 
death within two months from growths 
ci'L'i'pinK toward her brain. 


The operation was only the initial 


slep m a nriin struggle lo stave off the 
advance of glioma. the dread disease 
which had blinded the child's left eye 
and impaired the vision of the right. 


Little Helaine was borne to the op- 


erating room as her mother pleaded: 


"Save her life. Whether she has one 


eye or no eyes, I want my baby." 


l>r. Robert H. Good removed the lefl 


eyeball and about half an inch of the 
optic nerve. The eyeball was enlarg- 
ed. This was regarded a favorable 
factor because the cancerous growth 
was inside the eyeball and indicated a 
similar, although smaller, tumor in the 


right eye might be checked before il 
could reach the brain. 


The eyeball was given to Dr. Edward 


V. L. Brown. He and eight X-ray spe- 
cialists planned to subject it to micro- 
scopic study. Then, after further ex- 
amination of the baby within the next 
•18 hours, they will decide whether 
the right eye can be saved by X-ray 
treatment or must be removed. 


Ilelaine's condition cheered her pal- 


enls. Dr. Herman Colan, .'JO, a dontiM. 
and his wife Estelle. 23. For four days 
they strove to decide whether the in- 
fant should be allowed to die or wheth- 
er surgeons should attempt to give her 
a lease on life of partial or complete 
blindness. 


Then they placed the baby's fate in 


the hands of a "jury." Tell X-ray and 
brain specialists, two rabbis, the fath- 
er and the maternal grandfather. Di. 
Morris Hershmun. physician, deliber- 
ated an hour. By unanimous vote 
they elected to rely upon medical skill. 


Dr. Coonl wept with relief. His wife 


was too over-wrought to speak at the 
time.

Is One of 36 Listed to Stay 


in State Under New 


Program 


WASHINGTON—The revised Civil- 


ian Conservation Corps program for 
the six-month period April 1 to Sep- 
tember 30, provides for the operation 
of 36 CCC camps in Arkansas, it was 
announced at the office of Robert 
Fcchncr, director. 


Orders fro a reduction on May 31 of 


six camps in Arkansas and approxi- 
mately 300 in other sections of the 
county, were cancelled by the director 
when congress passed a joint resolu- 
tion, 
increasing 
by 
550,000,000 
the 


amount which normally would have 
been available for CCC camp activities 
during the fiscal year 1939. As a result 
of congressional approval of the added 
appropriation of $50,000,000, no reduc- 
tion is now planned in the total num- 
ber of camps throughout the country. 
Fifteen hundred camps arc in opera- 
tion at present. 


Director Fcclmer lias approved a 


program which calls for the operation 
in Arkansas of H camps in national 
forests, six on private forest land, 12 
camps on soil conservation projects, 
two under the supervision 
of the 


bureau of biological survey, and five 
in state parks—a tutal of 36 engaged 
on conservation work projects in the 
state. 


Of the 11 camps on national forests, 


Ouachila National Forest has six; one 
each 
near 
Eaglcton, Mena, Crystal 


'Jprings. Jessieville, Waldron and Oden. 
nd five in Owirk National Forest; one 
each near Calico Rock, Cass, Lost 
Corner, Oark and Ozone.

Ashdown, Pocahontas, Damascus,

Springs,

Prevention of Epidemics_Among New-Born Babies. 


Since outbreaks of epidemic diar- 


rhea have occurred in & good man> 
hospital 
nurseries 
throus»hout 
the 


country, health officers have been con- 
cerning themselves particularly with 
the means of regulating conditions in 
hospitals in such a way that such out 
breaks may not occur in the future. 


It seems fairly reasonable to believe 


that these epidemics are spread by the 
handling of the in/ants and by contac 
of sick babies with well babies, arir 
that the problem is obviously one o 
the prevention of contacts, either di- 
rect or indirect, between the sick chile; 
and the well one. 


One of the first steps, of course, it 


to make certain that the room in which 
the child is born be as far as possible 
in its location from other rooms in the 
hospital in which infection may be 


• present. 


One of the rules established in New 


York City demands that there be in 
every hospital two rooms for the birth 
of babies—one for all cases which are 
normal and the other for those which 
are infected. 


There is a regulation in some places 


to the effect that the room in which 
the child is born, or the delivery 
room, be in im/nediate contact with 
that portion of the hospital used for 
mothers. 


In most cases there is now a require- 


ment that hospitals which provide for 
Ihe births of babies have available 
nurseries in which infants that are in- 
fected may be isolated, so as to be be- 
yond contact with other infants. 


Indeed there .seems to be reason to 


believe that in large hospitals there 
ought to be three nurseries available- 
one for infants that are well, one for 
tho.se that are infected, and the third 
for those that have been exposed but 
are not yet infected. Arrangements 
must also be made in hospitals for the 
care of babies born prematurely. 


It i.s customary in large hospitals to 


take the baby from the nursery to the 
mother when it is to receive its food, 
provided the baby is being fed by the 
mother. In some places these babies 
are carried on carriers so that several 
nurses may take a number of babies 
at once down the corrirlors, leaving 
them with the mothers and collecting 
them after the feeding i.s completed. 
In other places the babies are brought 
individually to their mothers. 


There are regulations now establish- 


ed regarding the sterilization of bottles 
that are use/J for water or for the in- 
fant's artificial food. 


Means are provided for serilixating 


all apparatus and instruments used in j 
connection with the care of the babies, j 


In some places it i.s considered suf- 


'icient for the nurse to wash the hands 


with plenty of soap and water before 
putting a nipple on a bottle, whereas 
other places have the rule that a nipple 
may be placed on the botlle only when 
the nurse wears 
sterilized 
rubber 


gloves, or uses a forceps for the pur- 
pose. 


In addition, it is required that all 


leople attending the newborn infant 
lave frequent physical examinations; 
hat physicians who visit mothers in 
vards wear a face mask, cap and gown; 
hat the mother wear a face mask dur- 
ng the time when she is feeding her 
baby if the baby is taken back to the 
nursery. 


These are typical regulations which 


do much to prevent the spread of in- 
fection.

of from $2 to $4 per head as against 
those grazed on common pastures. 


Mr. G. D. Royslon, whose farm is 


near Blevins, Arkansas, says he raises 
about 100 calves each year and sells 
the best for breeding purposes and 
ships and kills Ihe others for beef. 


Last year, he sold about $800 worth 


of calves for breeding stock, besides 
.•-•hipping some to St. Louis and killing 
several. 


Mr. 
Roy.sion's 
bull 
weighs 
2,250 


pi.unds. He has a herd of 59 cows that 
weigh as much as 1,600 pounds per an- 
imal. The cows are good milkers as 
well as good breeding stock. He says 
some of his cows will give as much as 
five gallons of milk per day. 


Mr. Royston has plenty of pasture, 


bermuda, tespedeza, alfalfa, etc., that 
he used eight months out of the year. 
In the winter, he feeds oats, and al- 
falfa hay (jut from his own meadows. 


Mr. Royslon eontrbiutcs his success 


to the proper high grade breed, and 
good housing conditions, and care of 


the cattle. Mr. Royston always has a 
market for the cattle. 


Mr. G. D. Royston raises mules and 


horses from his own brood mares for 
the market and above a nice income. 
Mr. Royston has one registered Bel- 
gian horse and two Black Mammoth 
Jacks that he uses to breed his herd 
of 73 brood mares. 


He has the following colts on hand at 


the present time: 10 mule colts, 5 
horse colts, 2 jack colts, and one jenny 
eolt. 


Last year he sold about 52,000 worth 


of mules that averaged him $140.10 
each. He says his profit is good be- 
cause he has plenty of bermuda and 
lespedeza pasture that will keep the 
stock in good condition eight months 
out of the year. In the winter, he feeds 
the stock on oats and alfalfa hay that 
he cuts from his own farm. He also 
has good brans with self feeders.

Lieut. Torrey H. Webb climbed into 


the cockpit of his little Curtiss biplane, 
pulled down his goggles, glanced at 
the dash clock indicating 11:30 a. m. 


Seconds later the clumsy "crate" 


rode the smooth spring air over Bel- 
mont Park, L. I., rapidly gaining alti- 
tude and speed on the first leg of the 
first U. S. airmal route. New York to 
Washinton via Philadelphia. 


In Washington, at almost the same 


moment on May 15, 1918. President 
Wilson and his cabinet left wartime 
tasks long enough to cheer Lieut. 
George L. Boyle as he "started away 
in beautiful shape for Philadelphia" 
on the northward flight. 


At 1 o'clock Pilot Webb and his 344 


pounds of mail, stowed away in a com- 
partmsnt behind the cockpit, landed 
at Bustleton, a Philadelphia suburb. 
Immediately the sacks were transfer- 
red to another plane of Lieut. James C. 
Edgerton. Edgerton 
roared 
off for 


Washington on the second leg. He ar- 
rived at 2:50. 


The First Accident 


But Boyle, meantime, was chalking 


up the first accident of the first air- 
mail flight. Scarcely 25 miles out of 
Washington he lost his way and land- 
ed in a dirt road, breaking a piece 
from his wooden propeller blade. He 
was miles from a telephone and had 
no way to get hi scarg oto Philadel- 
phia, 


The relay plane waited until 2:30, 


then Lieut. Paul Culver set out for 
New York, arriving at 3:37. 


Some simple figures complete this 


story. That first airmal route cov- 
ered 218 miles: the flying time was 191 
minutes; the speed was slightly under 
75 miles per hour. The postage rate 
was 24 cents an ounce and the first 18 
letter went to President Wilson. 


This was the beginning of the world's 


greatest air transportation system over 
which 
u\Tp \nodern multi-tmotored 


planes now fly 70,000.000 miles a year, 
carrying not only mail but spasengers 
and express at speeds not even vision- 
ed in 1918. 


Service Grew Rapidly 


The original 218-mile route from 


New York to Washington has now ex- 
panded to 30,450 miles in the foreign 
system and 32,376 miles in the domestic 
system. 


In addition, htre is domestic service 


in the Hawaiian Islands and star 
routes, using plane service, in Alaska. 
Foreign routes serve Mexico, Centra! 
America and'South America, the West 
Indies, Hawaii, Midway, Wake, Guam, 
the Philippines, the Orient, and Ber- 
muda. The service may be extended 
to Europe this summer. 


In 1918, first year of U. S. airmail 


service, 713,000 pieces of mail were 
carried. Last year almost 200,000,000 
were transported.

County and Community Farm Bu- 


reaus all over Arkansas this month nrc

Mr. Frasier stated that in one Com- 


munity Farm Bureau mooting where 
this problem was recently discussed, 
several questions were raised by the 


I members as to how more land could 


j be used in connection with row crops. 


They were immediately answered by a 
number of farmers in the community 
organization with statements pointing 
definitely toward the possibility for 
using land, not in row crops but in 
grass which would be utilized by live- 
stock .requiring less hand labor than is 
required in row-crop cultivation. This 
led to a discussion of how to acquire 
more land, the best method of turning 
it to pasture, kind of livestock suited 
to the area, livestock-marketing co- 
operatives, and other factors which 
will need to be considered in connec- 
tion with the new and changed land- 
use policy.
